places adiacent, to be brought to the City of London, or 
otherwiſe to be ſpent within the Realme 
of EnGLAND. 


51 He Kings moſt Excellent Maieſtie, affecting nothing more 


then the good of his louing Snbiecs in generall, and hamng beene 
very credibly infonned of the great abuſes and wꝛongs daily tommit⸗ 
ted in mingling amongſt coales, commonly called Newcaltle coales, 
much blacke Earth, Dirt, Slate, and other bad ſtuffenot fit to burne 
oꝛ ſerut foꝛ firing, and ſo mingled are bꝛought and vttered within the 
Realine of England, and thereby fo2 the moſt part the lame Newcaſtle 
toales are made vnmerchantable, to the great hurt and pꝛeindice of the 
buyers thereof, as well Noble-men, Knights, Gentlemen, and other his Marcſties lowng 
Subiects, Who partly foꝛ the pꝛeſeruation of woods, and partly foꝛ the ſcarcitic of woods, 
doe foꝛ the molt part burne of the ſame, 

Hath beene graciouſly pleaſed by his Highneſſe Letters Patents, under his Maicſtics 
great Stale of England, bearing date the fire and twentieth day of Febutary, in the thir- 
teenth yeere of his Maieſties raigne of England, France, and Ireland, and of Scotland the nine 
and foꝛtieth, to pꝛohibit and ſuppꝛeſſe ſuch wꝛongs and abuſes as afocelaid : And to appoint 
the foꝛeſaid Surucyoꝛ to be Suruevoꝛ of the ſaid coales, who, oꝛhis Oeputit, oꝛ Deputies, 
are to be attending and attendant in and about the ſearching, viewing, ſeeing, and ſuruey⸗ 
ing of the (aid coales : And arc appointed to infoune and complaine againſt ſuch as Wall of- 
fend in ſuch mingling o2vttering of vnmerchantable coales, as a foꝛeſaid: And to hauc a 
Scale of office, vnder which to certifie What coales,and of what ſoꝛt of goodneſſe of coales, 
any Maſter, Owner, oꝛ Shipper, dot oꝛ ſhall take in, fraght, oꝛ iade mto their Ships 02 
Barkes at the places aboueſaid, to be brought to the Citie of London, oꝛ other ile to bee 
ſpent within this Realine of England, tothe end that the buyers of the ſame coales may the 
better know and be infonned of the goodneſle oꝛbadneſſe of thein. 

And therefoꝛe if any perſon, oꝛ perſons, Mall at any time, oꝛ tunes hereafter, haue any 
cauſe 02 cauſes of complaint againſt any Maſter, Owner, Shipper, oꝛ others, fo: bunging, 
vttcring, oꝛ ſelling vnto them ſuch vnmerchantable toales as a foꝛcſaid: Let hun oꝛ them ſo 
griened, repaire bnto Andrew Boyde Eſqtter, his Mateſtics Surueyoꝛ in that behalfe ap⸗ 
pointed, oꝛ vnto his Deputie oꝛ Deputies, at his Offices hereunder mentioned, and there 
in wuting (without any charge to ſuch as hall ſo complaint) Icaue his oꝛ their cauſe o: 
cauſes of complaint touching the pꝛemiles, x ſpeedie infonnation, accoꝛding to the pꝛoinſion 
of the ſaid Letters Patents, Hall be made # giuen againſt ſuch as doe oꝛſhall offend againſt 
the lame Letters Patents: As his Maiclhes moſt gracious pleaſure is therein lignified. 
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The Offices for receiuing of ſuch complaints concerning the abules aboue- 
ſaid, The one that is for the Citie of London is kept at Dowgate: And the 
other Office is kept in the Towne of Newcaſtle vpon Tyne.
